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Critics Say Meese Losing Fight to Ban 


Affirmative Action Goals,， Timetables 


SAN FRANCISCO - Affirm- 
ative action foes have 1lost 
ground lin thelr battle to ban 
the use of goals and timetables 
by federal regulators. 

White House officials have 
leaked information that 
Attorney General Edwin Meese 
and Secretary of Labor 
William Brock are close to 
rceaching 3 compromise in 
their dispute over affirmative 
action rules for 8overnment 

contractors. 

Last August while Brock was 
travelling in Europe，Meese 
attempted to persuade Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan to amend 
quickly Executive Order 11246 
SO as to prohibit the use of 
goals 3and timetables by 
federal contractors in the 
hiring and promotion of 
Iminorities and women. 

The Meese amendment 
SouUght to restrict affirmative 
action efforts to the areas of 
Tecruitment and training of 
racial and women-group mem- 
bers，His amendment proposed 
to -eliminate completely any 
lesal basis for the use of goals 
and timetables on a voluntary 
basis by any federal con- 
tractors，thereby opening the 
door for white males to file 
numerous Teverse discrimini- 
nation complaints. 
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DELIBERATIONS 


On his return to the US9， 
Brock was unable to persuade 
an October cabinet meeting to 
continue deliberations on what 
amendments Should be made 
to Executive Order 11246. 
Jssued originally by former 
President Lyndon Johnson to 
， complement Title VII of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1965， 
Executive Order 11246 re- 
quires federal contractors to 
.analyze the_ utilization of 
minoritiecs and women in their 
workforces， relative to the 
availability of qualified 
protected class members in the 
labor market. Where there is 
a disparity between the 
nutilization and availability of 
， qualified minority and women 
， candidates， federal contTractorS 
are obliged to develop and

PRIVATE INVESTOR 


In a Separate announcement 
on the same day，United Bank 
disclosed that it is negotiating 
with a private investor to 
receive an additional infusion 
of $5 million to $6 million. 

Losses in United over the 
past twoO years have reduced 
its net worth to $2.2 million， 
about one-third of one percent 
of its $640 million in assets. 
Under federal regulators，3 
financially Sound Savings and 
loan Should have a 3 percent 
net worth. 

Philip Lee，executive vice 
preslident of Unlited Bank, told 
E/W，"With this $9 million 
profit we make from the Sales， 
we can remain independent.… 
If the other investor continues 
to _be interested，we"ll have a 
net worth close to $20 million. 


After we .sell the nine branch- 
cs we would reduce our total 
asSsets of the whole United 
Bank to about $5$00 mijllion... 
So our net worth would be 
Over three percent: that would 
put us On 3a very SoOUnd basis.” 
According to Lee，all nine 
branches being _ considered for 
Sale have many Chinese 
American employees and cus- 
tomers，notably the branches 
in LA Chinatown，Monterey 
Park，Stockton Chinatown， 
and Sacramento Chinatown. 


PROBLEM LOANS 


Under the new plan，United 
Bank would transfer 9$81 
million in loans and $90 
million in deposits to Great 
American. Said Lee: "By the 
end of this year，we will have 
Sold about $17 million of our 
problem loans,，， We"ll have 
about 930 million [of problem 
ljoans] left.…， If we can get rid 
of that with _ help from Great 
American -- it"s going to be 
possible if we can put all 
these things together -- then 
United will be a profitable

Several years ago a Chinese-Amer- 
ican working for Union Carblde in Pe- 
king was approached by a Senior Chl- 
mnese official with a proposal. 

He reminded her of a coummon loy- 
altyto China, then sugBgested [hat lf she 
wuuld get hini some confidential infor- 
mation on her company's costs for a 
propoused chemical project，he would 
intnoduce her to other well-placed bu- 
reaucrats who could help her work and 
advance her career、 

The woman rejected the offer. But 
the incident reflects the complex web 
ot pressures Lhat affect some Chinese- 
Americans in their dealings with 
China. 

Last month Larry Wu-Tai Chin，a 
forrner analyst for the Central lntelli- 
genuce Agency, was arrested on charges 
of spying for China in a case that has 
Federal investigators and some of Mr 
Chin's friends wondenng what might 
have motivated him if he was indeed a 
double agenl, au charge he denies.

until the 1970U's because gf lingering 
anti-Comrmnunist sentiment dating to 
theera of Senator Joseph R. McCarthy- 

At the height of Senator McCarthy's 
accusations abuut Comrmunists in 
Washington in the early 1950's, a num- 
bel of Chinese-American Scientists 
were invesU8gated and eventually re- 
turned to China， 

The most famous case was that of 
Qian Xuesen, a professor at the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology，a pioneer 
in American rocket research in World 
Warll. ln 1950, on the suspicion that he 
had briefly been a member of the Com- 
rnunist Party in 1938, tte Govermment 
selized Mr. Qian's scientific papers, put 
his house under Surveillance and sub- 


jected him to a series of hearings. Dis- 
illusioned by his treatment，Mr. Qian 
eventualljy returned to China where he 
helped develop Peking's own nuclear 
missile program, along with a number 
of sclenusts and engineers traiued in 
the United States- 

The American Consulate General in 
Hong Kong, for mmany years the center 
of American China-watching, has em- 
ployed Chinese as translators and ana- 
jysts, Mr. Cross said. “But they were 
not allowed into anything that could 
matter, "he said.“They were assurmmed 
to be under pressure just because hey 
had relatives in China.” 

lt is not clear how Mr. Chin escaped 
Such Suspicion. 

Chin's Long U.S，Career 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation 
SaySs_ that after MT Chin attended 
Yenching University in Peking he was 
employed by the United States Army in 
上 Fuzhou as ao interpreter in World War 
II later moving to the American con- 
sulate in Shanghai and then in 1949 to 
the Consulate in Hong Kong- 


1 Federal agents say that later, after 


joining the C.1L.A. through its Foreign 
Broadcast Information Service，MI. 
Chinhandled a number of top-secret re- 
ports and made several trips to Toronto 
and Hong Kong totum over material t0 
the Chinese 

The F.B.! account of Mr Chin's ac- 
tivities has puzzled some Chinese- 
Americans. "“' 尼 strikes me 85 very 
strange,”" said Wang Lingchi, a profes- 
Sor of Asian-American studies at the 
University of Cajlifornia at Berkeley. 

“You have to _ remember that for 
most of [he past 35 years the C.1.A.had 


Very close contact With KMT agents 
from Taiwan,"” Mr. Wang contended, 
referrinB to the Kuomintang or Nation- 
alist Party.“1"m certain that Chin was 
Some sort of liaison with the KMT, and 
Taiwan has fingered him now to em- 
barrass relations between the United 
States and China.”" 

Mr Wang said he personaly was 
never pressured by China, aldhough he 
was born there and grew up in Hong 
Kong. "But L have friends with the op- 
posite experience,"” he added . 

Two of his Chinese-American ac- 
quaintances who travel to China have 
been detained by the F.B.I., ooe held in 
8 horel room in Oakland for a week, in 
an effort to recruit them to spy for he 
United States，Mr- Wang asserted. 

Mr. Woo, the president of San Fran- 
cisco State University, said that '"even 
the sentimental connection'" to China 
has weakened in recent years ammong 
younger Chinese-Americans，few of 
whom now speak Chinese and most of 
whom are largely jnterested in their 
careers. “No mnore than 1 or 2 percent 
of Chinese-Americans are involved 
With China now,”" he sa “and mostly 
for doing business.”

SAN FRANCISCO - Ethnic 
Chinese refugees from Indo- 
china who are now resettled in 
China may leave for other 
countries Such as the US or 
Europe at any time，according 
t0 a SF acupuncturist who 
recently returned from a 
fact-finding trip to eight 
Chinese provinces. 

Dr. Binh Quang Lam，head 
of an overseas Chinese visiting 
group，left SF with 19 other 
members on Oct 17 at the 
invitation of the Office of 
Overseas Chinese Affairs of 
the State Council of the 
Peoples Republic of China.[t 
was the first time that such a 
group has been invited and 
Sponsored by the Chinese 
government. 

All members of the group are 
refugees from Indochina. 
purpose for visiting 
China was to check on the 
SItuation of the refugees from 
Indochina. The Chinese 
government paid their travel 
and hotel expenses for two 
weeks， The group returned on 
Dec. 4. 

China opened its doors to 
Indochinese refugees in 
September 1979. 

There are two major refugee 
camps -- one in 氏 unming，a 


"city in Yunnan Province，and 


one in the city of Guilin，in 
Guangxi Region. Those cities 
have a total of 286,000 
refugees from Indochina. 
China built an apartment 
complex for the refugees in 
Guilin，with buildings of 300 
units each，containing two- 
and three-bedroom apartments. 
Each refugee receives 1,960 
Chinese yuan (about $1,100 in 
1978) Upon arrival， Rent for 
the _ apartments is about 5 
yuan a month. (The current 
official exchange rate is one 
Us dollar to 2.92 yuan，or，in 
the black market，$.$ yuan.)

NEW YORK = Brmdsge: 4sza7 
4471zertca7 Persbpectfioes, the national 
magazirie that has provlded a con- 
tinuous forum for Asian American 
Writings and ideas for nearly 15 
years, SUSpended production for a 
perlod of Six months as of the Fall 
quarteri the last lssue (Vol. 10 No. 
1，9Spring 1985) was Specially de- 
Voted to Asian American perform- 
ing arts. In a letter to Subscribers， 
Asian CineVision (ACV)，Brzdsge's 
publisher since 1982，cited the 
Iagazine's “increasing fnancial 
difBculties”as the major reason 
for going into hiatus. 

As with most perlodicals, Asian 
American and otherwise，B7rzdsge's 
production expenses long ago 
Vvastly oOUtran the meager income 
garnered through sales and sub- 
Scription fees. The economist's So- 
called“break-even point””began 
receding into oblivion from the 
very start. The differential has be- 
come even greater recently. Ac- 
cording to ACV;,“in the first half 
of 1985$, Brzdsge accumaulated a cash 
deficit of nearly $20;000，equliva- 
lent to the deficit for the entire 
Previous year.” 


DEDICATION 


有 rdse has never been self-sup- 
porting throughout its history, and 
the fact that it has managed to stay 

,afoat for so long amid the down- 
ward pull of red ink,， is powerful 
testimnony to the dedication of its 
largely volunteer stafft，to the 
coterie of writers who over the 
course of years have contributed 
their jliterary artlstry，with their

Bridses style and content evi- 
dently struck a responslve chord 
from the onset, for its Subscribers 
quickly swelled to over 700. This 
early enthusiasm on the part of its 
readership and staff was sufhcient 
to fuel it through the tough Pro- 
duction regimen of bimonthly ap- 
pearance. It more Or less main-

It has also weathered not only spo- 
radic bouts of reader apathy，but 
earlier in its life even an Unpro- 
voked attack from the playwright 
Frank Chin，who，in his now fa- 
Imous exchange of letters with the 
then managing editor，Nezu YorR 
7?7ies journalist Frank Ching (Vol. 
2,， No. 2)，pronounced the maga-

The 
Hollywood “slasher”movles of re- 
cent years (e.g.,the 瓦 alloruee and 
Friday ipe 13 纺 Serles) are One exX- 
ample of Sexlst exploltation， Using 
in flm after flm the stock formula 
of young women who appear a 
little “loose” (Le.，Sexually Pro- 
Vvocative) but who in the face of 
male aggreSSorS tuUrn Screaming 
and helpless.

The mostglaringexample of this 
再 ollywoodization of CHinese 
Americans is the character Tracy 
Tza. In the movie mmuch is made of 
her professional competence as 3 
television hews reporter especially 
in the scenes of her rushing abonut 
with her squad of cameramen in 
tow，waxing poetic in her stand- 
ups. And yet her hustle and erudi- 
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ence: She submits to Stanley's Se- 
duction/rape on the first “date 
just after Stanley comes on to her 
in a blatantly offensive raclst and 
sexist manner (as Eric Dittus and 
others have pointed out Stanley 
firts with her in Vietnarmesey treat- 
ing her like a Salgon Prostitute). 
How Tracy can fall for someone 
she has just declared js“cracked: 
js not shown and therefore her 
blurting out“I love you” at the 
beginning of the next bedroorm 
scene is even more implausible. 下 
we _ must believe in her character 
then we are forced to concludethat 
Tracy ls a WimP. 

Tracy reinforces the macho 
American fantasy ofthe China Doll 
who will submit at the frst drop of 
the white man's pants.

Thils 1s a fne distunction and it 
underscores once again the perhaps 
well-meaning, but denlgrating attl- 
tude of the flmmakers towards 
Chinese Amerlcans. We must also 
point out that in the movie Her- 
berts Speech 1s undercut by hals 
Subsequent Undercover WOrK，as 
Smugly anticipated by Stanley ; 
from the Point of view of the 
IOoVie，Herberts noble words are 
mere whining. In theend, Herbert 
does push himself to the ultimate 
limit, sacrificing his own life in the 
Process. While some mlght fnd it 
touching，the good，loyal (1.e.， 
Uncle Tom) Chinese dying in the 
arms of the white hero ls a Stock 
Hollywood scene as mentioned be- 
fore (akin to the Indian bugler in 
Gz7zga Di and the little Filipinc 
in 至 acR io Batca7m). 

Herbert merely reinforces White 
America's self-righteous notlon 
thatnon-Whites should and do be- 
tray their own people; impliclt ls 
the assumption that Such TIontos 
have perceived correctly America's 
Superior values and morality. As a 
continuation of this Taclist tradil- 
tion, wefnd Herbertsdeath mostly 
bathetic. 


ELDERS 


The characters that feel the clos- 
est to real life ln the movie are the 
elders of the crime syndicate 一 ex- 
cept jiorl as crime Syndicate elders. 
,Their ordinariness We Suspect is 
deliperate on the Part of the flm- 
Iakers to contrast the_extraordi- 
narynature of their activlties. 工 hat 
:kind of irony mlght be consldered 
a Very artistic device,， but it must 
still be recognijzed as more fction 
than fact， Chinese businessmen， 
especially successful ones as these 
Inust be, may appear drab to out- 
Siders，bnut they are in reality 


Strong-willed and demonstrative in 


their wheelings and dealings with 
thelr peers. (For a more accurate 
portrayal of elderly Chinatown 
JInen，though not criminal types， 
Tead Louis Chu's novel Bara 如 ozul 
of Tea.) And we would further 
magine that each of these elders 
Would be representing a poOwWer 


一 EroUP within the mmob;, each fght- 


ing for more power. The discus- 
Sions of the movies Hollywood 
_elders lack this kind of tension， 
this vitality. They seem more like 
-0ld gentlemen deciding more or 


less amicably what to _ order for 
lunch and not masterminding an 


international drug-smuggling ring. 
The movie also seems confused 
about the relationship between the 
Hun San Association 一 the organi- 
zation these elders belong to 一 and 
the office ofthe unoffhcial mayor of 
Chinatown. In Year of zjpe Dragom

Inayor. In reality however the one 
the outside press has traditionally

Stanley in SPite of his insensltive 
manner is Straightforward and in- 


jspires fierce loyalty among his sub-

BRIBE 
Wearetipped off early on to thls 


one-dimensional struggle between 
ight and wrong lin Joey and Stan- 


jley's first confrontation in the back 
jroom of Joey's restaurant. While 


oey offers him a subtle bribe， 


JStanley fddles with the familly 
photographs on Joey's desk. Short- 
jlv thereafter as Stanley exults that 


he will piss on Joey's grave，the 
latter loses his cool，and we are 
shown him fumbling as he tries to 
place the photographs back in their 
original position,. After that scene， 
the fnal， face-to-face duel on the 
railroad bridge is a foregone con- 
clusion, and So is the VvlctOr. 

The fact is that both hero and 
villain follow Hollywood's glorif- 
cation of the maverlck, valuing in- 
dividual action Over cooperation 
with others. Both do havetheirown 
little armies: Joey with hlis youth 
gang and consulting“uncles”; 
Stanley with his chubby sidekick， 
Herbert, and the nuns. But as Pre- 
sented in the movie these others 
are liot truly crltical in the Same 
Way that such teamwork was critl- 
cal for，sSay，7THpe Codjarpner Or 
SjharRys Hacjje. That Joey him- 
self drives his own car whlle simul- 
taneously talking on the telephone 
(and while his bodyguard Sits ldly 
in the passenger Seat) ls Sympto-

should and do betray their own people. 


seems imnplausible that they would 
allow him to retain a black body- 
guard, albeit one who speaks Man- 
darin). We suspect the reason 1s 
that the flmmakers wished to in- 
dividualize the opposing Sides; as 
an appeal to the youth/yupPpile 
Immovie-going market, they further 
Scripted the hero and the villain as 
younger types. There ls also an 
effort to make Joey more com- 
plex (amultidimensional Ming the 
Merciless)byfleshing him outwith 
good traits as Well. FEor example， 
he reminds Tracy about the China- 
town Societies' funding for a chair 
at Yale and their free burials for 
members, and in another Scene he 
Promises to arrange for a young 
woman's collegeeducation. TIo out- 
siders Joey is personable (as with 
Stanley's wife) and cool (as in his 
confrontations with Stanley and 
the TV interviews). To the mob he 
brings new blood and new ldeas. 
And yet as Year of rpe Dragom 
ProOgresSes，wWe realize that Joey's 
personality is meant to ft a neat 
Script as Stanley's mirror image in 
aJekylland Hyde drama 一 or more 
Specifically a drama between a 
saintly rogue_ and a picaresque 
saint:， Where Joey is charming， 
Stanley is crass. Joey is a family 
man and works in a tight organl- 
zation ; Stanley is on the verge of a 
divorce, andalone wolf. Joey takes 
Pride in the preservation of his 
ethnic minority，while Stanley be- 
lieves in assimilation into the larger 
Society。、Lastly and most Impor- 


matic of thls. For the Same reason 
he must personally journey to Thai- 
land to_ negotiate with hls drug 
source (a_ rather improbable turn 
as the plot Shows no concern that 
Uncle Harry will engineer a couPp 
in Joey's absence). In the end Joey 
takes itupon himself, as a Point of 
personal pride，to take shipment 
of the heroin on the docks,a de- 
cision that leads directly to_ his 
capture. 


MUDDLED 


Stanley's renegade machismo is 
even more unbelievable. First of 
all his motives are very muddled. 
Although he gives lip servlce to the 
tuberculosis-ridden In Chinatown， 
the flm concentrates on hlis Per- 
Sonal vendettas. A_ Vietnam YvVet- 
eran，he WwWages War on the Secret 
Societies _ Still nursing the bitter- 
ness of the earlier loss; as he Says 
in one of his tough-guy Speeches : 
“This is the war all over again. 
I don't want to lose it. Not thls 
time2”Unlike Captain Furillo of 
恺 isSireetBues this preclncthead 
does not need to Spend much tme 
behind bis administrator's desk. 
His crusade againsttheYellow Peril 
一 as apparently all Asians look 
alike to him 一 becomes his relent- 
less 24-hour occupation. His obses- 
Sion grOwWs especially after his wife s 
murder and it reaches a fevered 
Pitch afterthe gangrapeof Tracy 一 
though based on hls response 
CThis tme he [Joey] went too 
far) it is not clear to Us whether 


Stanley really feels for Tracy or 
more for himself，taking the rape 
as a personal affront (as if Tracy 
were only his toO rape)， Stanley 
then goes bananas, taking on all of 
Chinatown Single-handedly when 
he attacks Joey at the disco crowd- 
ed with Chinatown youth (that he 
gets away With thls 1S the most 
preposterous event in the whole 
flm). And in the end the flm- 
makers will not let him ease UPp 
as he continues to Use hls Single 
good arm to collar Syndicate SuUr- 
Vivors at Joey's funeral. It is an 
embarrassing moment made more 
embarrassing by the fnal public 
kiss with the heroine in frontofthe 
Undertakers. 

The overkill during thls last 
Scene reveals that Stanley has 
learned very little in the course of 
this movie，even from the final 
showdown with his Mr. Hyde alter 
ego. The merciful act of allowing 
Joevy to commit Suiclde 1s appar- 
ently not the catharsls needed to 
rid Stanley of hisVietnam demons. 
Instead when we see him fallen on 
the sidewalk with Tracy by his side 
we Still wonder whether he will 
turn more mellow 一 and less rac- 
ist. The sense of relief on his face 
Seems more as a result of the tri- 
Umph over his enemy and less an 
acknowledgment of any greater 
understanding about himself and 
the Chinese Americans he has en- 
countered. It implies that he will 
continue to fght on and on. 

RAMBO 


As with the Rambo serles， Year 
or ipe Dragoz champlions the rug- 
gedindividualist over collective or- 
ganizations whlich are conslidered 


”coOrraupt: Implicitas-thatino zaatter 


what the odds the hero will pre- 
valil，for right does make malght. 
Though simplistic， it ls a moral 
tale that should be told, for none 
should condone the jhkes of mnur- 
derers and extortionlsts. But beling 
in favor of law and order does not 
then mean that we can approve of 
the attendant raclsm in thls flm. If 
it was a cops-and-robbers thriller 
depicting believable gangster char- 
acters who are Chlinese American 
we would have no Problem with 


the flm. But this 18 not the case 


here. 

Year or ijpe Dragoz wants to be 
viewed on its princlpal level as an 
epicof American Immlgration, One 
which happens to use 3a Specific 
police story for the skeleton of its 
Plot. The movie's true drama is the 
melting-pot Struggle between those 
who have assimllated and those 
who have not 一 as Symbolized by 
Stanlevy and Joey's duel on the rall- 
road bridge.

Americas immigration Saga can be 
found in Stanley's speech in hls 
first confrontation with the syndi- 
cate in _ Harry Yung's offhce. JIn 
reply to the cynical comments of 
the'“uncles”that crime has alwayvs 
existed in Chinese Society，9Stanley 
replies:“Does the fact that brib- 
ery，extortion and murder have 
been going on for 1000 years make 
it kosher? Well， this is America， 
which is 200 years old. So youd 
better adjust your clocks” IaiS a 
disingenuous argument Implying 
very self-righteously that Somehow 
this country has cornered the mar- 
ket on sainthood. It suggests that 
through assimilatlion crime de- 


cieases 一 Or at least is less toler= 


ated. Perhaps for Stanley，whbo 
changedhis Surname from \WySZin- 
ski, this is true (although he does 
not seem as fanatic over InVeSti- 
gating any poSSible corruption 
within his own pollce department); 
but to applv lt as a blanket State- 
ment for the whole country ls ab- 
surd 一 and racist. 


SALVAIION 


Being different does not mean 
that it one is rlght the other must 
perforce be wrong 一 merely that 
the two'are different,. But in Stan- 
ley”s eyes this differemce 1s China- 
town's true Sin. For Some 130 years 
Chinese Americans have created 
distinct communities apart from 
the rest of the country,， and such 
pluralism runs counter to the ac- 
cepted melting-pot ldeal. Stanley's 
crusade in Chinatown ls an adjust- 
ing of its_ clocks，a forcing of as- 
similation or conformity, to estab- 
lish the Supremacy of whlte Amer- 
lcais Fules..here js aicancer he 
Says that one can Seef one lifts the 
veil of yellow inscrutabllity, If Chil- 
nese Americans will not save China- 
town from itself, he will. Itis reml- 
niscent of the American Soldier 
who reported that the Vietnamese 
toOwn was destroyed in order to 


save it. Such destruction 一 beitof 


the type we see with Tracy，oOFr 
literally with Herbert and Joey 一 
is too high a price to pay, and we 
Imtst look elsewhere，within OUT 
own Chinatowns, for ouUr true Sal-
